CAIRO, Egypt, March 6.—(4)— 


Advanced British mechanized 
forces have driven off “enemy” 
motorized detachments west of 
Agheila in Libya, the British cum- 
mand announced tonight. (These 
forces presumably were German.) 

The British communique, cov- 
ering African operations general- 
ly, stated: 

“Libya: Forward elements of 
our mechanized forces have again 
driven off detachments of enemy 
armored fighting vehicles west of 
Aghelia. 

“Abyssinia (Ethiopia): Patriot 
forces (Ethiopians in revolt against 
the Italians) continue to harass 
and to inflict ‘substantial casual- 
ties on the withdrawing Italians. 

“Italian Somaliland: Our troops 
have occupied Fer-Fer. The ad- 
vance is continuing. 

“In all other areas operations 
are progressing satisfactorily. So 
far the number of prisoners taken 
exceeds 10,000.” 


Nazi Papers 
Court Turkey 
And Portugal 


Reich Waits, Silently, 
Watchfully, on Events 
in Greece. 


BERLIN, March 6.—(4)—Two 
British friends at opposite ends of 
Europe—Turkey and Portugal— 
were courted today by Nazi organs 
of public opinion while the Reich 
waited, silently and watchfully, on 
events in Greece. 

While tightening their military 
hold on the Balkans, the Germans 
took time to tell both the Turks 
and the Portuguése how much, in 
the Nazi view, they would gain 
through friendship with the Third 
Reich. 

Official sources said the results 
of “several conversations” in An- 
kara, in connection with Adolf 
Hitler’s recent message to Presi- 
dent Ismet Inonu, of Turkey, were 
not known here. But it was evi- 
dent that the German public was 
awaiting the outcome of this 
maneuver with interest. 

The well-placed commentary 
service, Dienst aus Deutchland, 
said Britain could not replace 
Germany as a trader with the 
Turks, since 47% per cent ~of 
Turkish imports in 1938 came from 
Germany and 11% per cent from 
Britain.

459 Land Planes, Eight 
Seaplanes, 514 Aircraft 
Engines Exported. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—(P) 
Large shipments of airplanes to 
British possessions in the Far 
East and Africa were reported by 
the Commerce Department today. 

Analyzing the record, $40,852,- 
241 +aeronautic exports during 
January, the department found 
shipments of $6,397,497 to the 
Gold Coast and $2,376,382 to South 
Africa, while $2,708,644 worth of 
craft went to British Malaya. The 
latter, apparently, were large 
bombers which the British re- 
cently disclosed were flying from 
the west coast of the United 
States to Singapore via Hawaii. 

However, the largest group of 
airplanes, worth $19,340,590, went 
to the United Kingdom, and Can- 
ada got $7,190,715 worth of planes 
and parts. 

Altogether 459 land planes, 8 


-|seaplanes, 514 extra airplane en- 


gines and considerable spare parts, 
propellers and accessories for 
planes also were shipped. 

Altogether, the British empire 
got 93 per cent of all the aero- 
nautic equipment exported dur- 
ing the month.

Her life is quite different from 
that of the Cajun. True, she was 
born into the group, that she pos- 
sesses all the essential ingredients 
—but she is no longer just a little 
French girl. She has become a 
cultured, educated American. 

Miss Aguillard is a_ Baptist 
missionary who left her home- 
land around Bayou Teche to go 
to the Acadia Academy, a relig- 
ious 
rying on her mission work in St. 
Martinsville and Opalusas, 
lages in the “swamps,” as_ she 
calls it. 

She finds little difficulty 
conflicting sects, only a few Cath- 
olics}—and they’re truly devout. 
But ‘her greatest difficulty is in 
finding any religiously-inclined 
persons. 

Contentment. 

They are all satisfied to sit on 
the banks of the streams in their 
little shacks in their scanty cloth- 
ing, eating their rice and gumbo, 
sipping their liquors. 

Most of these people make their 
living on agriculture, cotton, sugar 
cane and rice. They sell it to the 
markets in their vicinity and 
many never go to 20-50-mile 
adjacent New Orleans. 

One of Miss Aguillard’s great- 
est pleasures is to take a boat into 
the swamps and visit among the 
people. She once went in and got 
two girls and “took them to the 
barber shop to get their first hair- 


cut. They don’t have any of your | 


beauty parlors. in their villages, 
but I got them all fixed up and 
they were b-e-a-u-t-i-f-u-l.” 


There’s no truth to this rumor | 


that an American sightseer would 
be met at the entrance to a Cajun 
village with bows and arrows and 
possibly tossed into the bayou, 


there to struggle for his life. No, 


that’s all a farce, she says. 
Really Hospitable. 

Why, if you took a boat and 
went into the swamps the people 
would be delighted. They’d feed 
you their food and if you liked it 
they’d pack crates of it for you 
to take home. They’d show you 
their flowers and if you admired 
them they’d rapidly begin pulling 
them up by the roots. That’s how 
hospitable they are, according to 
this member.

The house ways and means 
committee last night approved a 
revised intangibles tax bill reduc- 
ing from $3 to $1 per thousand the 
tax on stock in foreign corpora- 
tions and foreign corporations 
domesticated in Georgia.

Gutzon Borglum 

Death of Gutzon Borglum removes from 
the greatest of all stages of art a figure which, 
at one time, was one of the most picturesque 
in Atlanta and, later, was the center of a 
controversy that even today has left its scars 
upon the reputation of this section of the 
country. 

Gutzon Borglum was the original artist for 
the Stone Mountain Confederate ‘Memorial. He 
created the original designs and had just about 
completed the head of Lee, the central figure, 
when disagreement between him and the com- 
mittee in charge of the project brought about 
his discharge. He thereupon destroyed the 
models for the work, declaring an artist’s con- 
ceptions to be his inalienable rights. 

A new sculptor was engaged who began his 
work by removing from the mountain the 
work done by Borglum. The new man had 
done even less than his predecessor when lack 
of funds forced stoppage of the work. In the 
opinion of many people the dispute with 
Borglum doomed the project to failure. 

Borglum then undertook the gigantic Mount 
Rushmore project in the Black Hills of South 
Dakota. This consists of four mammoth 
figures of Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln and 
Theodore Roosevelt, dedicated to America as 
a pioneer nation. It is said that the work 
is so nearly completed his death will not in- 
terrupt, that his son, Lincoln Borglum, as- 
sistant to his father, can carry it on to suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

Examples of the work of Gutzon Borglum 
are to be found all over the nation. His was 
an heroic conception, always, and he was truly 
one of the greatest sculptors of his age. 

Hundreds of Atlantans knew him personally 
and admired him  unstintedly. They will 
mourn his passing but be comforted in the 
knowledge that the fruits of his genius will 
live for centuries after those who were his de- 
tractors have been forgotten. 


Necessity of Co-operatives 

New provision- purchasing. methods of the 
Army require some study on the part of Geor- 
gia farmers and Georgians generally, to the 
end that the state will benefit to the greatest 
degree possible from the influx of troops with- 
in its borders.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

Something very like a war 
cabinet has at last been formed. Its members are the heads of the 
State, War, Navy and Treasury Departments, with Harry L. Hop- 
kins acting informally as secretary. Its task, although officially 
limited to administration of the lease-lend bill, is really to formu- 
late, under the President’s direction, all the numerous emergency 
policies which have hitherto grown like mushrooms on the govern- 
mental dump-heap. It began to function a fortnight ago, and has 
already prepared the first consolidated schedule of British and 
American armament requirements. 

Such is the meaning of the teeming rumors about interdepart- 
mental defense committees, superdefense agencies, and so on which 
have plagued Washington of late. The new group will certainly 
not be called a war cabinet when it is christened, and its impor- 
tance will probably be minimized by the President. But the real 
clue to its character and potentialities is to be found in what it has 
achieved already. 

Before it is. finally gazetted, of course, the President must put 
through his plan for reorganization of the defense setup after pas- 
sage of the lease-lend bill. At present, besides the new group, the 
plan calls for continuation of the Office of Production Management 
in its existing shape as the defense production agency. It also calls 
-for consolidation of the price division, consumers’ division and other 
remnants of the old defense commission in a sort of office of eco- 
nomic management. Governmental plans have a way of falling to 
pieces at the last minute, but the auguries for this one are better 
than good. 


HISTORY OF THE PLAN Unless the President changes his 


i mind or its members fall down on 
their jobs, the new war cabinet or cabinet committee ought to be- 
come an active generator of defense plans, standing in the same 
relation to the government as the executive committee of a board 
of directors does to an industrial corporation. Something of the 
sort has been désperately needed in Washington for many months 
and, while many people may not regard the new body as the per- 
fect solution of the problem, it is at least a long step in the right 
direction. 

Its formal duties will be two-fold: to define defense objectives, 
as in the case of -the British-American armament schedule; and, 
after the objectives have been approved by the President, appro- 
priated for by congress, and transmuted into production by the 
OPM, to decide what shall be retained in this country and what 
shall be lease-loaned abroad. Its short history already indicates, 
however, that its practical scope will probably be considered broader 
than any statement of its formal duties would suggest. 

The President began to consider steps to be taken after the 
lease-lend bill rather more than two weeks ago, shortly after Harry 
Hopkins’ return from abroad. Hopkins had brought with him much 
useful information. Above all, he had brought a conviction of the 
wisdom of reasonably centralized, over-all planning to meet British 
and American war needs. The schedule of British needs brought 
from London by Arthur Purvis, of the British Purchasing Com- 
mission, had proved, some time before, that upward revision of the 
defense program must be attempted. After pondering the situation, 
the President therefore called together Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull and Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox and told them to 
tackle the problem co-operatively. 

Since then this group has met almost daily, with Undersecretary 
of State Sumner Welles sometimes substituting for Hull and Under- 
secretary of the Navy James Forrestal acting in the absence of 
Knox on an inspection tour. Because he did not want an official 
position, Hopkins has not attended the daily meetings, but he has 
always been present when the group met with the President, and 
he has acted as liaison officer in the intervals. -He has also re- 
cruited the beginnings of a permanent staff, borrowing from the 
Treasury George Haas as statistician, Philip Young as expert on 
British requirements, and Oscar Cox as counsel, and getting help 
in the War Department from Major General James H. Burns, execu- 
tive officer for Undersecretary Robert P. Patterson. Besides pre- 
paring the British-American consolidated schedule, the group has 
already begun to tackle several other knotty questions raised by 
the defense effort. 


VISIBLE GOAL It should be clearly understood, of course, that 
aa the new group is strictly supplemental to ex- 
isting agencies. OPM Director General William S. Knudsen was 
consulted by members of the group as to the part he wished to 
play. His answer was a laconic request to be allowed to produce 
the goods while other people did other jobs. He will have his way. 

For the business of determining policy and defining objectives 
has little to do with the business of production. Policy has not 
been determined clearly; objectives have rarely been defined at 
all,“because the President alone was responsible, and he was always 
.Oyverpressed by'the daily governmental routine. In one or two de- 
partments, of which Henry Morgenthau’s Treasury is the prime 
example, there were men clear enough in their own minds to fight 
for some semblance of orderliness in the government. But before 
reasonable orderliness could be attained, the President had to take 
guch a step as he has now. tentatively taken. 

Their first achievement is the best proof that the new group 
fills a big hole. It seems incredible that, until now, no over-all list 
of British-American war needs had ever been drawn up. Yet it 
is the fact, and it explains much of the faltering and fumbling in 
the defense effort. Now the list is ready, and the appropriations 
are being calculated by the Budget Bureau. When the Budget 
Bureau has finished, the congressional leaders will decide whether 
to request the appropriations in a lump sum, or for Britain and the 
United States separately. And, when the appropriations have been 
voted, the defense effort can at least move forward towards a visi-

ONE WORD MORE

“TROUBLE IN THE BALKANS” If you will call the waiter 


over, when he brings your 
morning grits and eggs, and ask him to explain the trouble in the 
Balkans, he doubtless can do it as well as anyone else. 

I’d like, however, to have a try, and hope I am wrong about 
the deduction. 

It is my idea there will be an interval of high-pressure busi- 
ness by the men who used to wear silk hats and arrive at the 
various embassies in limousines, - 

This may be a very short interval. Or one of a few days. It 
depends on how much Germany is concerned with Russia. If not 
very much, the interval of high-pressure business may be over 
right now. | . 

My guess is that Russia will get her ports on the Black sea; 
Since noon yesterday I have been going over the maps. My guess 
is that, in addition to the ports on the Black sea, Russia also will 
get, perhaps a little later, a slice of Turkey. 

If Turkey believes that, we may have us a fight. If Turkey 
does not believe it and heeds the Russian and German pressure to 
give in and allow the Germans to go in and take Greece, then the 
slice of Turkey will be taken later. The big prize is the Darda- 
nelles, although one may know that right now Turkey is being 
guaranteed all sorts of safety regulations. 

But Turkey, if she gives in, is next. The Dardanelles are abso- 
lutely necessary to the Hitler concept of domination and of bringing 
about the old dream of Frederick the Great. And so, it is my idea 
that Russia will get her ports. Greece will fight and will hold 
out for a few weeks if she fights. The weather will help. Greece 
will be defeated. Then the pressure will close in on Turkey and, 
after a period of time, Russia will desert her and get, in exchange 
for her faithlessness, a slice of Turkey. And, it won’t be Thankse- 
giving Day, either. 


ONE OTHER POSSIBILITY There is one other possibility. 


It is the more hopeful one. It 
would mean that Turkey would fight. 
I guessed the other way because I do not believe in Russia, 
She is afraid and she is not ready, according to the best-informed 
observers, to fight a major war. 


If Turkey fights it will be because Russia urges her to fight and. 
promises, in exchange for this aggression, equipment and supplies. 
The Turks need equipment. No one in Europe was ready to fight 
except the Germans, and no one now is really prepared for a firste 
class war except Germany. 

Russia also will promise that if Turkey fights she, Russia, will 
not molest her northern borders or attempt to regain its lost prove 
inces. These provinces once belonged to Russia. They are the 
provinces mentioned in my first guess. They are the slice of Turkey 
which Russia would regain by the present betrayal of Bulgaria~and 
the expected betrayal of Turkey. 


They are the provinces Turkey would be allowed to retain in 
peace if she fights Germany. Naturally, Russia wants Germany to 
be disturbed as much as possible. But Russia is not ready to fight 
and would delay and delay, even to the sacrifice of all her friends, 
if she can escape. 

By the time the Ukraine is Hitler’s next objective she would 
hope that some disturbance would have turned him-.away. The 
Russians arej the most cynically realistic peoples in the world. They 
always have been in every recording of history. 

Now, they are not ready for a war which turns out to be largely 
a battle of planes. And not infantry. 

That is why I think the chances of them agreeing to let Gere 
many go on is the more likely. I hope I am wrong and that the 
Russians will adopt this second possibility and urge Turkey to fight, 


TURKEY ISN’T READY Turkey isn’t ready for this new sort 

of war. In 1936, which is the latest 
figures I have, Turkey had just placed her chief defense orders 
with the Krupp works in Germany. Another German firm received 
submarine orders. 

Germany knows almost exactly what Turkey has. She knows 
almost to the exact number of guns. She supplied the materials. The 
order files for guns, tanks, antiaircraft, submarines and for Goth 
planes are on file in Germany. 

Germany built most of Turkey’s textile mills, many of her ine 
dustrial plants and knows where they are located. They could find 
them blind-folded.

But when we gave the word “prove” a new meaning, it made 
the old proverb seem senseless and silly. 

To say the exception proves the rule is equivalent to saying: 
“As a rule this man is honest, but he steals at. times and that 
proves his honesty.” Or, “as a rule two and two make four, but 
sometimes they make five, and that proves the rule accurate.” 

If there are exceptions, the rule manifestly is not dependable. 
Yet we continue to quote the old saying in the evident belief that 
exceptions do somehow mysteriously prove the rule sound. Even 
great men and our most intelligent commentators quote it as an 
established truth, though the most casual analysis would show that 
it is self-contradictory and foolish. 

What does it matter? It matters greatly, for it shows that 
we will accept and believe any absurdity if we hear it often 
enough. It shows that we can fool ourselves, and not only believe 
a silly untruth but solemnly proclaim it as a revelation from Sinai, 

In short, we can’t trust our own minds. Our common sense 
doesn’t protect us from the most obvious falsehood. Assure us 
that untruth is truth and we accept it without examination or test, 

What hope have we in these times when the shrewdest psy- 
chologists in all history are camouflaging lies. to trap the gullible? 
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“My! It’s like central heating!”

Ambitious Reporters 


Irvin S. Cobb has written a 
book. Another book. This time 
a big fat book of nearly 600 pages. 

It is called “Exit Laughing,” 
from the old stage direction 
phrase. It is not about Judge 
Priest nor the quaint characters 
of Paducah. Except incidentally. 
It is mostly about Irvin S. Cobb— 
and it is a great and grand and 
noble book. 

Especially for newspaper men. 
I’d advise a cub reporter with 
ambition to omit his lunches for a 
week and buy a copy. Or borrow 
one, if he is slick enough. But he 
can’t borrow mine. 


Because Cobb, first and last, was 
a reporter. And like Arthur Bris- 
bane, proud of it. 
ever referred to himself as a jour- 
nalist or a commentator or a col- 
umnist. Both were reporters. 
Either could cover anything from 
an international conference of the 
powers to a wrestling match—and 
do a better job than the experts 
assigned. 

Mr. Cobb, starting in at Paducah 
and working up to eighteen a week 
in Louisville and migrating to#he 
New York Sun and the World, 
got around a lot. He knew his 
Broadway—but not through a 
keyhole—and he knew his London 
and his Paris—and he _ slodged 
through many a mile of Flanders 
mud when the first World War 
broke out. No reader can ever 
forget his description of that in- 
terminable march of the Germans 
into Brussels. 

Mr. Cobb waxed fat and fatter, 
physically and financially. He 
wrote short stories. He wrote 
books. He wrote a few pla s— 
which flopped. He played in the 
movies with his pal, Will Rogers. 
Do you remember his long cigar, 
which flapped up and down in 
exact time to miss the spokes of 
the pilot’s wheel in “Steamboat 
*Round the Bend’’? Honestly, he 
proved himself a pretty good ac- 
tor, though no rival of Robert 
Taylor. It is one of Mr. Cobb's 
secret sorrows that Abraham Lin- 
coln will be embalmed in history 
as America’s ugliest man—an 
honor Mr. Cobb deserves. But 
who could compete against a mar- 
tyred president? 


Famous Figures. 

I said “Exit Laughing” is most- 
ly about Cobb. That’s wrong. It’s 
almost entirely about Cobb’s 
friends—big shots, some of them. 

Presidents and ambassadors and 
diplomats and gamblers and multi- 
millionaires and Indian hunting 
guides and bartenders and Negro 
barbers and_ shaky-in-the-knees 
Confederate veterans and a few 
Hollywood notables and the great 
reporters of Cobb’s days in New 
York. You see Cobb only as the 
interpreter of these.

Triumph of Vought- 
Sikorsky Engineers.

HARTFORD, Conn., March 6.— 
Latest pride of Connecticut air- 
craft is also a new bone of con- 
tention in the endless debate be- 
tween the army and the navy as 
to what kind of power makes the 
best fighting plane. 

The navy has just announced 
“the fastest plane in this coun- 
try,” a new shipboard fighter, 
F-4-U, built at the Vought-Sikor- 
sky plant in Bridgeport upon a 
radial air-cooled motor made at 
the Pratt & Whitney Aircraft Di- 
vision in East Hartford. 

There are two divisions of the 
United Aircraft Corporation, one 
of the giants of the new airplane 
industry. It had its beginning 15 
years ago in an unused machine 
tool plant which had been con- 
verted into a tobacco warehouse. 
It was started by a young airplane 
designer named George Mead, of 
Winchester, and two young asso- 
ciates who could raise $1,000,000, 
which is what it took to build 
an air-cooled airplane engine that 
met the specifications of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics of the 
United States Navy. 

It proved to be the most pow- 
erful American engine then built. 
They named it the Wasp. The 
navy gave them an experimental 
order for six Wasps.

The navy’s new experimental 
F-4-U is a triumph of the Vought- 
Sikorsky engineers. F-4-U gave a 
test performance of better than 
400 miles an hour level flight at 
Anacostia Field, Maryland, a fort- 
night ago. It is powered by a 2,- 
000-horsepower radial air-cooled 
engine made at Pratt & Whitney’s, 
the same type engine that powers 
the flying boats and Clippers. 

The announcement by Rear Ad- 
miral John T. Towers, chief of 
the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, 
that the F-4-U was “the fastest 
airplane in the United States to- 
day” caused navy officials to hug 
themselves for having stuck dog- 
gedly to their long-time prefer- 
ence for air-cooled engines’ as 
lighter, cheaper, less vulnerable 
than the liquid-cooled motors on 
which the army standardized two 
years ago. 

Army Contracts. 

The army has contracted for a 
large quantity of pursuit planes 
built around a liquid-cooled mo- 
tor. Many British orders in this 
country are for a liquid-cooled 
engine. Both British and Ger- 
mans use fighter and pursuit 
planes of this type. 

The navy claims that its new 
Vought-Sikorsky is faster than 
any Spitfire or Messerschmitt. The 
engineers who design the planes 
for the navy declare that there 
isn’t now a 400-mile-an-hour pur- 
suit plane in anybody’s air service. 
Rated speeds of 450 or more miles 
an hour, they say flatly, “are the 
bunk.” 

They rate the British Hurricane 
at 355 miles an hour, the Spitfire 
I at 367 and the Spitfire II, with | 
200 more horsepower, at 387 | 
miles an hour. The Messerschmitt | 
109 does about 345 miles, they | 
say, and the twin-engined 110) 
makes about 365 miles.

Detroit; most times at bat, league—11,429; most 
runs scored, league—2,244; most stolen bases, 
league—892; most base hits, league—4,191; most 
times five hits in one game, season—four; six base 
hits in six times at bat on May 5, 1925; set major 
league mark with most total bases, league—5,863; 
holds league record for most total bases, game—16; 
made most one-base hits, league—3,052; most three- 
base hits, league—297; hit three home runs, game, 
in 1925; received Chalmers award for being named 
most valuable player, American League, 1911; elect- 
ed to Hall of Fame in 1936. 


It may be gathered from the above that Pee Wee Reese 
has got a long way to go.

Italy To Close 


Two Consulates 


Movement of Consular 
Officials Restricted in 
Unprecedented Move. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—() 
The United States restricted 
movements of Italian consular of- 
ficials and ordered two consulates 
closed today in what was believed 
an unprecedented move against a 
so-called “friendly” power. 

The Italian diplomatic staff in 
Washington was excluded from the 
“request,” but the embassy was 
asked to keep the State Depart- 
ment informed of the movements 
of its military and naval attaches 
outside the capital.
